Lee  Yearwood,  prolific  Warrior  guard,  ranks  as 
the  greatest  basketball  player  in  the  history  of  Mt. 
Vernon  Community  College.  Among  his  many  records 
are:  Most  points  in  a  single  game--43;  Most  points 
by  a  freshman  in  a  single  game- -41;  Most  field  goals 
(career) — 1,050;  Highest  average  (40  games)--26.25; 
Most  points  Central  Illinois  Junior  College  Conference 
— 414;  Most  field  goals  in  a  single  game — 21.

Board  of  Education 


The  1961 -*62  school  year  was  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Board  of  Education  of  Mt.  Vernon 
Township  High  School  and  Community  College.  With  high  school  enrollment  almost  100  more 
than  the  previous  year,  the  board  was  faced  with  the  added  problem  of  the  condemnation  of 
the  top  floor  of  Building  B.  The  Armory  was  leased  for  classroom  space,  and  many  temporary 
classrooms  were  set  up.  The  college,  as  usual,  had  overcrowded  classes  in  sub-standard 
classrooms. 

In  February,  1962,  the  voters  of  Mt.  Vernon  approved  a  $995,000  bond  issue  for  building 
improvements,  including  a  new  heating  plant,  the  renovation  of  Building  B,  and  anew  29-room 
classroom  building  to  be  built  on  the  Community  College  parking  lot.  An  increase  in  the 
school  tax  rate  also  was  approved. 

On  the  scene  during  the  past  year  was  new  Superintendent  Eltis  Henson,  former  Harris - 
burg  Superintendent  who  replaced  Arthur  Milward.
